New primary school 
could open in 2014 


MAJOR plans to provide Ely with a 
much-needed new primary school 
are being discussed next week. 

Education chiefs have been in talks 
about building a new school in the 
north of the city for some time and 
next Tuesday Cambridgeshire 
County Council’s cabinet is expected 
to agree to the proposal. 

The plan is to build the new school 
on land north of Ely’s Princess of 
Wales Hospital where thousands of 
new homes will soon be built. 

But council chiefs want to open the 
new school as soon as possible and

hope to open it in temporary accom¬ 
modation by September next year 
ahead of a planned move into per¬ 
manent accommodation in 2015. 

The council has got to decide 
whether it wants the new school 
built on land owned by Endurance 
Estates or on the Highflyer Farm site. 
The preferred location is currently 
the Endurance Estates site as bosses 
say it is “better placed to meet the 
existing need”. In a report which will 


be put before the cabinet, it adds: 
“The planning issues relating to the 
Endurance Estates site also seem 
much less complex to resolve than 
those for the Highflyer Farm site”. 

Cabinet will also be deciding where 
they want the school to be estab¬ 
lished temporarily. 

There are currently three options. 
One is to build the school temporar¬ 
ily on the future site of where the 
facilities will be permanently, anoth¬ 
er option is to use spare classrooms 
at Ely St Mary’s School and the other 
is to site the facilities temporarily in 


the grounds of Ely College. 

The preferred option is to get the 
school up and running in the north 
of the city straight away. 

The report says: “The site is in the 
right place to meet the existing need 
for school places. The children 
attending will also be able to start 
building a sense of place from day 
one.” 

The meeting is being held at 
Cambridge’s Shire Hall at 10am.

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Local man 
killed in car 
crash on 
rural road 

A MAN killed in a single¬ 
vehicle collision on a 
rural road has been 
named by police. 

John Bedford, 46, of 
Wisbech Road, Welney, 
died when the 
Volkswagen Golf he was 
driving left High Road in 
Wisbech St Mary at 
around 4pm last 
Tuesday. 

Emergency services, 
including the East of 
England Air Ambulance, 
attended but Mr Bedford 
was pronounced dead at 
the scene. 

His passengers, a 
10-year-old boy and a 
72-year-old man, both 
from Welney, were taken 
to Queen Elizabeth 
Hospital in King’s Lynn 
with slight injuries. 

An East of England 
Ambulance Service 
spokesman said: “First 
aid was given to the man 
but despite the best 
efforts of the crew and 
everyone who helped he 
was pronounced dead at 
the scene.” 

Sgt Gareth Williams, 
investigating, said: “I 
would appeal to anyone 
who saw the collision, or 
the vehicle prior to it, to 
call police.” Anyone with 
any information should 
call 101.

IT’S the news real ale lovers in 
the Ely area have been waiting 
for... the city’s first ever micro¬ 
pub is open. 

The quirky drinking hole, 
named Liberty Belle, has been 
opened in Forehill by Martin 
McKeever, who runs the popular 
Liberty Belle boat tours along the 
River Great Ouse in Ely. 

Mr McKeever applied for 
planning permission to transform 
the former ladies clothing store, 
Mayer, into the micro-pub earlier 
this year and has opened the 
venue just a month after the 
proposals were approved. 

He said: “We opened last 
Thursday and everything has 
been fantastic. 

“Everyone seems to really like 
what Liberty Belle has to offer. 

“We’re all about going back to 
basics - taking a pub back to 
what it would be like 100 years 
ago. 

“We don’t serve lager, we don’t 
have big plasma screens and we 
don’t have jukeboxes. 

“We serve real ales and ciders 
straight from the cask, the 
majority of which are from local 
brewers. We serve things like 
vintage cheeses and the 
emphasis is very much on 
conversation. 

“Judging by the feedback we’ve 
received so far, a micro-pub is 
just what locals have been 
waiting for.” 

Liberty Belle is open every day 
other than Monday.

Avoid prejudices, 
murder jury told

A JURY has been warned about 
prejudice against travellers in 
the trial of two men accused of 
the murder of retired farmer 
Llywelyn Thomas. 

The body of Mr Thomas, 76, 
was found in his home in Ely 
Road, Chittering, on Sunday, 
December 18, 2011. 

Frankie Parker, 26, of Nene 
Road, Ely, and Gary Smith, 21, of 
no fixed address, are both 
charged with murdering Mr 
Thomas the day before. 

A third man, John Smith, 67, of 
Wold Gate, Bridlington, North 
Humberside, is charged with 
assisting an offender. 

He is accused of driving them 
that weekend and providing a 
false alibi to police.

The trial started at Cambridge 
Crown Court on Monday. 

Would-be jurors were asked if 
they had links with the travel¬ 
lers’ site in Fen Road, East 


Chesterton. 

Two potential jurors were asked 
not to serve because they knew 
people living on the site. 

Mr Justice Singh gave the jurors 
a warning about any prejudices 
about the travelling community. 

He said: “Whether you do have 
such prejudices you must put 
these out of your minds.” 

He added: “You must consider 
the evidence fairly and dispas¬ 
sionately.” 

On Tuesday, the trial was 
delayed and the prosecution was 
not expected to open its case 
until yesterday afternoon 
because of legal arguments. 

The trial is expected to last four 
weeks.

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Praise for firefighters who 
tackled warehouse blaze

THE owners of a storage and distri¬ 
bution firm which was engulfed by 
flames have praised firefighters for 
their “sterling efforts” in tackling 
the blaze. 

Nine fire crews from across 
Cambridgeshire and Suffolk were 
called to the inferno at Masters 
Logistical Services Ltd in Ely Road, 
Stretham. 

The blaze, which closed the A10 for 
hours, started at 1.50pm last 
Thursday and tore through a factory 
unit measuring about 100m by 40m. 

It is not known how many people 
were inside the building when the 
fire started but everyone got out. 

Three people were treated for 
smoke inhalation and one was taken 
to hospital. 

Investigations concluded the fire 
started in an outdoor incinerator 
behind the warehouse and spread to 
a nearby lorry trailer. 

Station Commander Martin Brown 
said: “When crews arrived at the 
scene they were faced with a rapidly 
developing fire that was threatening 
an adjacent industrial unit and lorry 
trailers. 

“We moved a number of lorry trail¬ 
ers and prevented the fire spreading 
to a neighbouring factory unit. 

“We would advise business owners 



to take precaution and to review 
their fire risk assessments to ensure 
they cover evacuation and fire pre¬ 
vention, particularly when burning 
refuse on and near their premises.” 

Paul Upton and Deanna Wood, 
owners of the business, have since 
praised the “sterling efforts” of the 
fire service in tackling the inferno. 

They said: “A big thank you to all 
emergency services that attended 


the scene and to local residents for 
their support and understanding. 

“Because of the sterling efforts of 
the fire service they were able to con¬ 
tain the fire and in doing so have 
allowed us to continue operating. 

“We are still open for business and 
all operations will continue to run as 
normal.”

News to say they could see the thick 
smoke. 

Speaking at the scene, a member of 
staff, who was in a neighbouring 
warehouse when the inferno broke 
out, said: “It all happened so quickly. 
I was in the unit next to it and the fire 
alarms all went off. 

“We were all told to get out, which 
we did, and it was when we got out¬ 
side that we realised just how big it 
was. The smoke was so thick. We’re 
all in shock really.” 

Another employee said: “Nobody 
was injured and that is the main 
thing.” 

The busy A10 was closed while fire¬ 
fighters tackled the blaze and was 
not fully reopened until the follow¬ 
ing afternoon when fire chiefs were 
confident the area was safe. 

Residents were also urged to keep 
their doors and windows shut, plus 
the Environment Agency had to be 
drafted in as there was a diesel spill¬ 
age and fuel had leaked into nearby 
ditches.

Earlier fire destroys farm 
buildings in Witchford 


A FIRE which destroyed 
three agricultural 
buildings in Witchford 
is believed to have start¬ 
ed accidentally. 

Cambridgeshire Fire 
and Rescue Service 
(CFRS) say preliminary 
investigations suggest 
the blaze was started by 
a fault in an electrical 
energiser. 

The inferno broke out 
in an agricultural build¬ 
ing in Common Road - 
near the Sedgeway 
Business Park - at 
around 6.50pm last 
Wednesday. 

According to CFRS, 
numerous tractors and 
pieces of agricultural 
machinery were inside 
the buildings at the 
time. 

Four fire crews attend¬ 
ed and discovered the 
flames had spread to 
involve three buildings 
- measuring 30m by 
35m in total. 

A CFRS spokeswoman 
said: “Firefighters used 
hose reels, jets, and 
light portable pumps to 
pump water from a 
nearby open water 
source to extinguish the 
fire. The external power 
supply was isolated and

She became head of drama at 
King’s Ely Junior shortly after 
she joined part-time. 


Hundreds attend funeral of tragic Jack Ure, 18 


HUNDREDS of people turned 
out to pay their respects to popu¬ 
lar teenager Jack Ure. 

Jack, 18, was killed in a horrific 
car accident last month, and his 
funeral was held at St Leonard’s 
Church in Little Downham on 
Friday. It was followed by a gath¬ 
ering at Pymoor Social Club. 

Jack’s family and friends from 
far and wide attended the funer¬ 


al, including many students and 
staff from Ely College, where 
Jack was a sixth-form student. 

A spokesman for Ely College 
said: “Our principal, Catherine 
Jenkinson-Dix, attended Jack’s 
funeral, as did many students 
and other members of staff. 

“There were a lot of people at 
the funeral as he was such a 
popular young man. Jack’s death 


really has had a huge impact on 
everyone at the school.”

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Proposals for 
Croylands set 
to be rejected 


CONTENTIOUS plans to 
turn a former vicarage in Ely 
into retirement flats were 
expected to be refused yes¬ 
terday. 

Croylands, a much-loved 
Victorian building in 
Cambridge Road, has been at 
the centre of a controversial 
planning application for 
around a year now. 

Developers McCarthy & 
Stone want to turn the build¬ 
ing into specialist flats for the 
elderly - plans which have 
proved to be one of the most 
contentious planning appli¬ 
cations East Cambridgeshire 
District Council has received 
for years. 

More than 200 objections 
have been made over the 
plans, which involve part- 
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demolishing the building in 
Ely’s conservation area, with 
residents insisting the 
scheme would be overdevel¬ 
opment of the site, have an 
overbearing impact on near¬ 
by properties and an impact 
on wildlife. 

In a bid to win over locals, 
the applicants have submit¬ 
ted three sets of revised pro¬ 
posals since their original 
plans were lodged. 

But the council’s planning 
committee was still being 
recommended to refuse the 
scheme when it met yester-

day. 

Keith Hutchinson, an inde¬ 
pendent planning advisor 
brought in to oversee the 
application, said: “The pro¬ 
posed development would 
constitute an inappropriate 
and disproportionate overde¬ 
velopment, seriously detract¬ 
ing from both the existing 
building and its setting.” 

He added that the proposal 
would “detract from the over¬ 
all character of the designat¬ 
ed conservation area by erod¬ 
ing the open nature of the 
site” and that the develop¬ 
ment would have an “over¬ 
bearing effect on neighbour¬ 
ing properties”.

benefits from wheelie bins compared to the 
current black bag and black box recycling 
system? 

This low impact, pre-sorted collection works 
well and any other recycling facilities required 
are at easily accessible locations. So why 
change? Why indeed if the reality of wheelie 
bins is taken into account; ie the following 
factors: 

Cost - reported at £5m. Pollution - in the 
manufacture of thousands of wheelie bins and 
their transport, storage, disposal and 
replacement. Storage and access - many 
households haven’t enough space and/or have 
difficult access for wheelie bins, especially if 
the residents are elderly and frail. Poor hygiene 
- they get filthy and smelly and attract animals 
when the lids are part open, or they fall over, or 
are knocked over. Size - anyone responsibly 
recycling doesn’t need a large wheelie bin, let 
alone two. Having a large bin for kitchen and 
garden waste may encourage people to fill 
them instead of recycling. Domestic 
composting is a rich source of free plant 
nutrients and also encourages garden wildlife. 
Pavement obstacles - Wheelie bins reduce 
usable pavement width such that pedestrians 
may have to step into the road. Noise - wheelie 
bin collection is appallingly noisy. They’re 
unsightly - these horrid looking bins disfigure 
streets, both on collection days and when 
stored outside at all other times; 

They do not reduce need for recycling. 

We moved from a wheelie bin area nearly 27 
years ago and the Ely black bag and eventual 
black box collections were far better and 
easier. 

I suggest that if residents don’t want wheelie 
bins, you let ECDC know - why give in to 
wheelie bins if we don’t need them or want 
them?

CASH-STRAPPED East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council has agreed to 
contribute £1 million 
towards the proposed 
upgrade of the A14 - 
sparking fury. 

It might seem like a 
drop in the ocean for the 
£1.5 billion upgrade but 
Cllr Neil Morrison, 
chairman of the East 
Cambs Liberal 

Democrats, insists the 
council cannot afford it. 

The promise of the six- 
figure sum comes just 
weeks after the council 
revealed it had a 
£400,000 black hole after 
ditching controversial 
car parking charges 
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plans. 

Council leader, fames 
Palmer, insists being 
part of a “cross region 
alliance” on the A14 
upgrade will benefit the 
whole district. 

But Cllr Morrison said: 
“It appears that in addi¬ 
tion to the £30 million 
viaduct at Ely station, 
the new £16 million Ely 
leisure village and the 
new railway station at 
Soham, we must now 
include the A14 in the 
council’s aspirations. 

“With local 

Government feeling the 


pinch and a £400,000 
black hole in the coun¬ 
cil’s finances, it’s hard to 
see how the council pro¬ 
poses to fund everything 
it’s promising.” 

Cllr Palmer said: “If 
East Cambs is to prosper 
we must look to put in 
place the infrastructure 
which is needed. 

“By being part of a 
cross region alliance on 
the A14 - a road which 
has significant econom¬ 
ic implications for our 
district - we have helped 
secure £1.5 billion of 
Government funding.”

lost control on a 
bend, inquest told

A YOUNG mum who was 
killed in a car accident died 
after losing control of her 
vehicle on a bend, an inquest 
heard. 

Dawn Healy, 23, died when 
the Volkswagen Polo she was 
driving was in collision with a 
Citroen Picasso on the B1411 
between Ely and Little 
Downham at the bend known 
locally as the ‘Seven Sisters’ 
corner. 

Dawn’s 1-year-old daughter, 
Lilly, was in the car at the time 
of the accident, which hap¬ 
pened on February 25. She 
was uninjured but Dawn, of 
Jersey Way, Littleport, died at 
the scene. 

An inquest into her death 
was held last week and heard 
that the accident happened 
after Dawn, a former Ely 
College student, lost control of 
her car. 

The driver of the Citroen, 
Tiffany Mokler, 23, of Ely’s

Christopher Tye Close, gave 
evidence at the inquest. 

She told how she suffered a 
partially collapsed lung and a 
broken ankle in the accident, 
and that her 3-year-old son 
and 4-month-old daughter 
were in the vehicle at the time. 
They suffered minor injuries. 

She said: “As I drove around 
the bend I saw a red car com¬ 
ing. It was coming across the 
road and onto my side. 

“I knew we were going to 
crash. The next thing I knew 
my car was upside down in a 
field.” 

In a statement, Shaun 
Smithurst, who was driving a 
Ford Transit van along the 
B1411 at the time, said: “I 
leaned into the Volkswagen 
and could see a woman lying 
in the car. Her feet were in the 
air and she was facing towards 


the back seat. There was an 
infant in the back seat. 

“The woman was uncon¬ 
scious. I held her hand and 
told her that her child was 
going to be okay. It was very 
emotional.” 

Pc Tim Kirkby, a road traffic 
collision investigator at 
Cambridgeshire Police, said: 
“Examinations show that the 
accident happened when Miss 
Healy lost control of her vehi¬ 
cle as she negotiated the bend. 

“No defaults were found 
with either vehicle and there is 
no evidence to suggest that 
Miss Mokler was driving in 
any way other than in an 
orderly fashion. I consider the 
most likely cause of the acci¬ 
dent to sadly be a momentary 
lapse of concentration.” 

Coroner for North and East 
Cambridgeshire, William 
Morris, recorded a verdict that 
Dawn died as a result of a road 
traffic collision.

Gadgets to 
make school 
‘outstanding’ 


HIGH-tech gadgets are being used in 
the hope that Ely College will be 
marked as ‘outstanding’ in its next 
Ofsted inspection. 

The school was rated as ‘good and 
improving’ in its recent assessment in 
March, when inspectors praised the 
“relentless drive and determination” of 
the principal, Catherine Jenkinson-Dix. 

Now the college is using a high-tech, 
web-based development system called 
IRIS Connect which leaders hope will 
make it ‘outstanding’ in its next inspec¬ 
tion. 

The system was developed by a team 
of school improvement specialists and 
it enables teachers to review their les¬ 
sons as if seeing it through the eyes of 
their students. 

The system allows teachers to build a 
bank of filmed lesson observations, 
which they themselves control in a 
secure online database. From this bank, 
the teacher can select clips which can 
then form a basis for self-reflection, for 
discussions with colleagues, and for use 
in identifying where to improve their 
own practice. It also allows a colleague 
to watch a teacher working ‘live’, and to 
provide in-ear coaching and instant 
feedback via a discrete ear-piece.

Martha Ball, one of the school’s vice 
principals, said: “The system comes to 
life when a teacher decides to focus on a 
particular area of their work; for exam¬ 
ple, the way they start their lessons. 

“They will use the special mobile cam¬ 
era to film this aspect of their practice, 
and can then review the footage online, 
choosing which bits to share, which to 
keep for themselves, and which to 
delete. 

“The shared footage, which never 
leaves the highly secure IRIS Connect 
online system, can then be discussed 
with colleagues and managers in a 
focused and evidence-based way that 
was just not possible before now. 

“As was clear in the government’s 2010 
White Paper ‘The Importance of 
Teaching’, the quality of a school can 
never exceed the quality of its teachers. 
IRIS Connect will help our staff all be as 
good as the very best.”

A STREAM and duck pond in 
Soham are being blighted by 
rubbish - and frustrated resi¬ 
dents are demanding action.

Ely Folk Festival 2013 kicks off on Friday, July 12.

NOW YOU SEE ME 
(I2A, IIS mins) 

NOTHING is what it seems 
in Louis Letterier’s high- 
stakes game of cat and mouse 
between four crowd-pleasing 
Las Vegas illusionists and the 
FBI. 

Every narrative twist could 
be a double-bluff, every 
failure a carefully orchestrated 
diversion and every flirtation a 
calculated exercise in audience 
manipulation. 

Screenwriters Ed Solomon, 
Boaz Yakin and Edward 
Ricourt hold all the aces and 
for the opening 30 minutes, 
their collective sleight of hand 
dazzles and intrigues in equal 
measure. Now You See Me 
sets up the tricks, engineers 
them with elan and coolly 
reveals the ingenious method 
behind the on-stage madness. 

The prologue introduces us 
to close-up conjurer Daniel 


Atlas (Jesse Eisenberg), 
escapologist Henley Reeves 
(Isla Fisher), mentalist Merrit 
McKinney (Woody Harrelson) 
and street magician Jack 
Wilder (Dave Franco). Each 
performer receives a Tarot card 
bearing the same information: 
"March 29, 4:44pm 45 East 
Evan St. NY, NY". 

As instructed, the quartet 
arrives at an apartment in New 
York, where a dazzling light 
show reveals an illusion that 
will stun the world. One year 
later, Daniel, Henley, Merrit 
and Jack are reborn as The 
Four Horsemen. 

In front of a live audience, 
they choose an audience 
member at random and 
magically transport their 
stooge to a bank in Paris to 
raid millions from the vault. 
With their sponsor Arthur 
Tressler (Michael Caine) and 
renowned sceptic Thaddeus 


Bradley (Morgan Freeman) 
watching in the aisles, Daniel, 
Henley, Merrit and Jack pull 
off this seemingly impossible 
feat. 

Within hours, they are 
under arrest and facing 
interrogation by FBI Agent 
Dylan Rhodes (Mark Ruffalo), 
who doesn't want the case, 
nor the added distraction of 
Interpol agent Alma Dray 
(Melanie Laurent). The 
cops quickly learn that they 
underestimate the magicians 
at their peril. 

Ignore the gaping plot holes 
and Now You See Me is a lot 
of fun. 

The film's pivotal nugget 
of information becomes 
blindingly obvious well before 
Letterier engineers the big 
reveal, but it doesn't greatly 
temper our enjoyment, simply 
giving us more time to piece 
everything together. 
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Hidden 

treasures? 


BEFORE you chuck out your old gardening tools or 
that urn you inherited from your grandmother, check 
out their value because Jonty Hearnden, presenter of 
the BBCI show Cash In The Attic , says you could be 
sitting on a goldmine. He reckons you may be able to 
sell anything from old paving slabs to large concrete 
urns, ancient tools, aged 
weathervanes and benches for 
hundreds - or even thousands. 

People who've inherited 
property or are clearing houses 
for relatives are the most likely 
candidates to find an Aladdin's 
cave of treasure in the garden. 

"The most common items 
that may be lying around are 
garden urns or statuary of the 
20th century, the moulded urns 
and the moulded figurines and 
birdbaths which you think are 
just old and don't have any value," he says. 

"Actually, there's a very good second-hand 
value for those items because dealers and interior 
designers like urns which look really weathered. 

They might only be 20 to 40 years old, but there's 
a definite market for antique-looking reproduction 
garden urns and other items.” 

Such items may be made of concrete, otherwise 
known as reconstituted stone, and the ones fetching 


the most money have an 18th or 19th century feel 
to them, he says. 

"I went into a shop the other day where there 
were four identical urns that were 2ft tall by 1ft 
wide with box bushes in them. They looked a million 
dollars and they were probably around £400 each." 

Birdbaths, weathervanes and 
other ephemera all have a value, 
he says. "You could easily get 
£100 for a birdbath in an auction 
sale. It has to be weathered so 
that it doesn't look new, which 
can take a few years.” 

Coalbrookdale garden 
benches, which are made of 
highly ornate and Victorian- 
looking cast iron, are extremely 
sought-after items which can 
fetch between £3,000-£6,000, 
he observes. The 19th century 
benches are often stamped Coalbrookdale or C-B 
Dale Co, and the seat is probably made of timber 
slats." People may be sitting on a fortune because 
they just don't realise how expensive these benches 
are,” Jonty says. 

There is also a market for old garden tools, desired 
for their craftsmanship.
